Attorney Mortimer Walker, counsel for 
Corbett, hnd notmng to say and Judga 
I'lett thereupon dismissed the case. 


Corbett He-arrcnteil. 


Under Sheriff Robert Mutter quiCKiy 


stepped up to Corbett and re-arrested him 
on charge of assalut with intent to mur- 
der David B. Cheney. Corbett "food with 
bare head and the scene wns quite dra- 
matic. He listened intently to the war- 
rant and the several hundred people sat 
quietly, find there wns hardly a percep- 
tible "noise.

DEPOHTATIOX ASKED FOH. 


The south is altogether responsible for 


the millions of colored people, in those 
states and that they are utterly without 
the protection of the national govern- 
ment, is all the more reason that what- 
eevr intelligence and spirit of civilization 
that may exist yet in the southern sec- 
tion, should arise and demand that the 
persecution of negroes cease. Despite the 
several millions of negroes in the south, 
they are helpless as to protecting them- 
selves, and indeed any semblance or or- 
ganised efforts to this purpose would in- 
fvitably bring down upon thorn the as- 
sault of formidable 'bodies of southern 
organized military bodies. 


].t is not in the least surprising that 


colored people prominent .in their church-

to .deport such colored people as 


would be willing to leave the country, 
the African Methodist Episcopal council 
formally, through a resolution some time 
ago asked congress to appropriate $'200,- 
000.000 for this purpose. 


That any such, project is ' of

wholly impracticable, admits of no ar- 
gument. 
Where shall they be deported 


to and what conditions will invariably 
arise when they are thus deported. Con- 
ditions of great snll'orinp. a stale of dis- 
order and practical anarchy. There is 
mi laud that could possibly meet with 
the required condition*, for Liberia is 
not to lie thought, of and where is there 
any other available. But this resolution 
coming from the highest body of the Afri- 
can church, if nothing else murks the 
despondency in which the colored people 
of the south are falling, and if a genuine 
race wnr is ever inaugurated in the south- 
ern slates, the results are sure to bo truly 
deplorable. It would of course be a na- 
tional misfortune and by no means to hn 
advi^eJ or encouraged, but to be dreaded 
and deplored. The south should call an 
immediate halt in the treatment being 
extended to a large portion of its popula- 
tion.

ICF. A'ND COLD STORAGE. 


Finn For'., m. Double P«rpo«e Frmtt 


: - ' aivd Hoot Hoi»e. . 


On the very.,practtcal proposition-of 


constructing an' icehouse with cold 
storage room for fruit and vegetableB, 
which will protect from -the heat ol 
summer and,from freezing In winter. 
Professor I. P. Roberts advises as fol- 
lows in Country Gentleman: 


Construct the icehouse on land, which, 


has some descent. At one end, where 
the ground is lowest, construct either a 
wooden, stone or-brick-building. Pave 
it -with grout or brick. The walls'of 
the cold storage room OAy.be partly of 
stone and partly of wood,or entirely ot 
wood, as may be most convenient. 
This cold storage room should have few 
opening's In it and should be provided 
with air shafts next to the icehouse, 
th'at the cold air from'the Ice'may de-1 


acend Into the storage rood. In win- 
ter the air shafts can be closed, and if 
the storage room Is built aa it'should 
be, protected on one side by the ice- 
house and on" the other from sweeping 
•winds, little danger may be apprehend- 
ed from freezing' during the winter. 
During extreme weather it ivould be 
well to have .an oil stove ready to raise 
the temperature if necessary.

may be built as follow^ unless it Is 
very large; If so, then the studding de- 
scribed should be Increased • in size: 
Cut 2 by 4 studding the length desired
